Mr. Lovat Fraser (a member of 
the Committee): I cannot help 
thinking how Iucky the man with 
the bucket was to “meet you.

Lord Brentford. ssid’ he. was 
Home Secretary for five years, and 
probably’ had to deal with more 
cases of murder than any other 
Home Secretary, except one, in 
the: last 60 years,’

terests of the. community, that 


capital punishment should he re- 


tained, : 


In the whole of.the cases he 
had to. denl with there was only 
one in which the man did not do 
his utmost to get off, only: one 
man who said deliberately, 'T have 
committed murder’ and I realise 
the penalty is death.” 

At one time there were 60 re- 
prieved murderers at’ Maidstone, 
and they led a fairly happy life. ' 

He had not-come across a single 
case of a reprieved murderer com- 
mitting. another murder, He had 
no doubt that if the death penalty 
were abolished professional cri- 
mingls would resort more. to fire- 
arms." :
